LEADER TO FORM NEW CABINET.

Rapid developments have taken place in the Italian politieal situation 
during the last forty-eight hours, and the Fascisti, or e Nationalists, 


now dominate the country. 


Signor Mussolini, their leader, has been invited: to form a Govern- 


ment, and is on liis way to Rome. 


Armed bands of the Fascisti have seized the principal towns and 
have fortified the public buildings, which they are determined to hold 
against the forces of the established Government. Some minor collisions: 
have occurred, but the situation, with the invitation to Signor Mussolini 
to form 34 Cabinet, is improving hourly, 

The Fascisti organisation is said to be a million strong, and is com- 
nosed mainly of the youth of the se who are pledged: to oppose’ 


Com munism. 


A ‘convention of the. leaders of the movement was held at Naples last 
week, when demands were sent to Signor Facta, the then Premier, that 
five Fascisti adherents should be appointed Ministers, and that a General 
Election should be held, in order that the Fascisti might secure a better’ 


representation in the Parliament. 


The demands were refused, whereupon, a general mobilisation of the 
Fascisti “ Army ” was ordered, and it was announced that a march would 
be made on Rome. The Fascisti said that they would resort to arms to 


enforce their demands. 


Signor Facta and his Cabinet resigned. The King invited various 
politicians to. form a Government, but none was able to do so, In the 
meantime, the Facta Government carried on. 

Buildings in several towns were seized by Fascisti. bands, without, 
however, much bloodshed; but, in view of the menace to public order, 
the Cabinet drew up‘a decree establishing martial law. The King re- 
fused to sign the document, and this precipitated the crisis. 

His Majesty made a last effort to induce Signor Salandra to form a 
Cabinet, but he was unable to do so, and, to the general relief of the 
nation, an invitation was sent to Signor Mussolini, 


‘RAPID DEVELOPMENT OF CRISIS. 


The history of the crisis since the Fascisti 
remands for a wider representation in the Go- 
vernment were, refused by the Facta Cabinet is 
teld in the following messages from correspon- 
dents in Italy: 

On Saturday the Faacisti Committee of Con- 


trol, published a manifesto reading :—”“ The

self incapable ‘of giving ‘a — to the 
nation. 

Workers in the fields, factories and transport 
services, and other employés have nothing to 
tear from Fascisti.

Union in the Dublin Mansion House on 
Saturday discussed various subjects bear- 
ing on their interests. Among these were 


| the cost of. living, appointments by com- 


petitive: examination, and affiliation with 
the Trades Union Congress, 

Mr. John Roy (Rathmines), President, . 
stated the Union s attitude to the Govern- 
ment. As public officials, he said, “our 
very bread depends upon stable and ordered 
government. There is no security of 
tenure, no possibility of reconstruction 
schemes being considered, no peace or 
happiness while the present state of affairs 
exists. We, therefore, cannot take up the 
position of uninterested spectators: we 
must individually, and as a corporate 
body, shoulder our share of the national 
burden, and work with all our might and 
main for the prosperity of our land.“

The Unien’s Relationship With 
Public Authorities and Bodies. 


Mr. Roy paid a tribute to the work of Mr, 
Harry Nicholls, past President, and said that 
the Unions record for the past year was one of 
pationce and perseverance, rather than one of 
startling innovation. It might appear that 
they had not made sufficient progress, but he 
assured them that their Executive bad main- 
tained a campaign of watchfulness, which in 
the fulness of time would bear fruit. 

Their relations with the public authorities 
were most cordial, and representations made 
by them had at all times received full and 
sympathetic consideration. The clouds of un- 
rest that bad hung over the country since the 
formation of the Union rendered intensive or- 
ganisation extremely difficult. 

We look forward anxiously for settled condi- 
tions, he continued, and to the day when Ire- 
land shall know no turmoil, but that which 
results in great industrial development. Then 
the State and the Municipality shall be free to 
initiate and maintain adequate services for the 
needs of the citizens, and the public officers will 
be recognised as indisnensable workers in the 
network of our economic system. 

The foundations of a new Ireland are now 
being laid, and we are entering upon a néw 
phase in the history of central and local ad. 
ministration. ‘The Irish people have, with ths 
passing of the Constitution, taken upon them- 
selves the responsibilities of conducting their 
own affairs, and the framing of their own 
destinies. May we, gathered in conference, 
express the hope that the day is already dawn- 
ing when a common ground will be found for 
the. solution of all the differences and diffi- 
culties with which we are beset, and that our 
country will immediately, and with the hearty 
co-operation of all citizens begin to develop tho 
fulness of national life. 


GREAT e SAC RLFICES. 


Public Officials’ Duties in Normal 


and Exceptional Times. 


Continuing, Mr. Roy said that in the diffie 
eulties through which tae country had passed 
since 1916 public officials had made great 
sacrifices. He had -trequently expressed the 
opinion. that in normal times it was the duty 
ot public officials to preserve a neutral attitude 
in all political matters, but in grave national 
emergencies it was difficult to conceive how anv 
official could be expected to act contrary to his 
convictions. When the history of those trying 
years come to be written he thought ‘that 
public officials would be able to congratulate 
themselves on the stand they took in maintain- 
ing the local services of the country. Muni- 
cipalities. had the; problem. of citizen life to 
work out, and all the great influences, economic 
and social, came within their scope. Their 
services niust be maintained at all cost, and 
they looked to the State to give the necessary 
power and the necessary stimulus to -public 
bodies to place them in the position of being 
able to cater for the needs of the citizens. 

To strengthen their Union they must have 
the unity of all workers engaged in the publio 
service. Their Executive was alive to the 
possibilities of such co-operation, and a con- 
ference would shortly be held to consider the ' 
whole situation. They did not propose to make 
any unreasonable demands, but they did aim 
at establishing an understanding as between 
official and the authority, and the -creation of 
an atmosphere that would give the ratepayer 
confidence in their ability to organise and ad- 
minister an efficient public service. The present 
reward for their services was not so satisfactory 
as they could wish. 

They hoped, and had good reason to believe, 
that the Local Government Department would 
at an early date make a pronouncement on the 
subject of appointments, tenure of office, re- 
muneration and superannuation of public 
—— which would be satisfactory, not only

GALWAY CASTLE GUTTED.

BURNED BY AN ARMED PARTY. 


On Saturday night the residence of Mr. James 
Gteated, known as Lydican Castle, Claregalway, 
was set on fire by & party of armed and 
masked men, who entered the castle at 9.30 
p.m. The building . was completely gutted, 
causing damage which 1s estimated at £12,000. 

Mr. Greated, his wife, his mother and his 
maid were taken to a stable, where they were 
guarded by armed men. Later they found the 
castle ablaze. Republicans who arrived on the 
scene later helped to save some of the furni- 
ture. The household took shelter in a Joft 
until morning. 

Agrarianism is assigned as the cause, Mr. 
Greated having had some dispute recently with 
certain parties in an adjoining village in regard 
to land. A few weeks ago he was driven from 
his home, but returned again, only to have it 
burned to the ground. 

When his wife pleaded that the house should 
be saved, the raiders said that it was better 
that it should be burred than that her husband 
should ‘lose his life. Mr. Greated said that the 
nuestion of the land had been referred to the 
Courts, and they should await the decision 
of the Courts 

Mr. Greated was also told by the raiders that 
this was the way Catholics were trea in 
Belfast. The outrage is universally condemned.
